“fireside chat'1 for tomorrow night 
to discuss observations made on 
his recent tour of the Northwest. 
While

would make, demands for a special 
session of congress increased. 
Although it was considered im­ 
probable that he would announce 
an extra session then, it was be­ 
lieved that he would cite needs for 
immediate crop control legislation 
and the enactment of his wages 
and hours bill. 
The White House announcement 
of the address gava no indication 
of what the president’s subject 
will be. 
But it was almost unami- 
ously agreed that when he goes on 
the air at 9:30 p. rn. tomorrow 
Mr. Roosevelt will tell the nation 
that he believes a special session ^ 
is necessary to inaugurate crop 
control before the next planting 
season and to get an early start 
on the wages and hours bill which 
was stalem ated in the house rules 
committee last Summer. 
Report of Journey 
The announcement, merely said 
th at the address would be in the 
nature of a report the president 
desired to make to the country 
following his recent visit to the 
Pacific coast. 
Because of this it was believed 
th at he would have nothing further 
to say at this time on the interna­ 
tional situation. 
It was indicated 
that further discussion along the 
lines of his Chicago address, in 
which he condemned “aggressor 
nations” and suggested a •’quaran­ 
tine” of them, would have to wait 
definitive action by European pow­ 
ers. 
Mr. Roosevelt leaves for Hyde 
Park, N. Y., after the address to­ 
morrow night and it was believed 
th at he would wait until arriving 
there before announcing the ex­ 
pected special session.

or rust, on rye and other grains, 
and it was known as a spoiler of 
flour.

used to eat tins spoiled grain or 
flour with terrible results. 
Epi­ 
demics of ergotism swept over Eu­ 
rope time and again in the Middle 
Ages. 
The drug causes a contrac­ 
tion of the blood vessels, especially 
in the extrem ities, and gangrene of 
a leg or arm was common. 
As late 
as 1816 an epidemic of ergotism 
swept Germany. 
This very property of contract­ 
ing blood vessels, however, was 
what put ergot into the li.-t of use­ 
ful drugs. 
Because it was found 
that it contracted the blood vessels 
of the uterus, so th at it could be 
used to control hem orrhage after 
childbirth. 
In 1774, Parm entier, a 
Parisian apothecary, published a 
letter from a Madame Dupile of 


Chaumont, stating that she bad 
frequently used a thim bleful of 
ergot to hasten childbirth, and in 
1807, Dr. John Straus of W ater­ 
ford. N 
Y., recommended it for 
the same purpose. 
It is no longer 
used in that way, but it does stop 
troublesome bleeding by the m other 
after the baby is delivered. 
Test Drug on Rooster 


In order to test the activity of 
ergot, they use the comb of a 
rooster. 
The ergot contracts the 
blood vessels in the rooster, the 
same as in man, and causes the 
edge of the comb to dry up, just 
as the toes of the ergot victims of 
the Middle Ages dried up. 
In 1905. Solimann and Brown 
showed that ergot had an antago­ 
nistic action to another great drug, 
adrenalin. 
Both drugs affect the 
vegetative nervous system which 
controls such things as the heart 
beat, the dilation or contraction of 
blood 
vessels, 
intestinal 
move­ 
ments. etc. 
Ergot in one form or 
another has been found useful in 
treating surgical shock, and in mi­ 
graine or sick headache. 
Another drug which nas a long 
history in medicine is belladonna. 
It was once called m andragora, 
and 
was used to produce sleep, 
even as an anesthetic 
before sur­ 
gical operations "The Scots," says 
an old chronicle, “mixed a quan­ 
tity of the juice of these berries 
with the drink which, by their 
truce, they vVere to supply to the 
Danes, which so intoxicated them 
that 
the Scots killed the greater 
part 
of them while 
they were 
asleep.”

It was used in old times as a 
tov® philtre, and called belladonna 
because it makes a womart’i eyer 
so beautiful and sparkling.
